Germans Began Their Cam- 


paign 4 Years Ago Today 
With Attack on Antwerp 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—'Four years ago 


yesterday, Aug. 25, 1914, the Germans 
began their campaigns of frightfulness 
in the air, the killing of non-combat- 
ants, by dropping bombs from air- 
ships. 


The flrst German air murder of civil- 


ians took place at Antwerp. It sent a 
shudder of horor through 
the whole 


world, but since then the world has 
traveled far on the path of horror. 


The battle of Mons had opened and 


the French and British 
forces were 


falling back rapidly under the over- 
whelming pressure of the German ar- 
mies. 
There was only one cause for 


dissatisfaction at German headquar- 
ters,—the delay which the little Bel- 


fan army had imposed during the pas- 


sage through Belgium, and the stub- 
born refusal of the Belgian 
king to 


surrender, although his capital had 
'alien and his army had been driven 
nto Antwerp. 


It was under 
these 
circumstances 


that the order was given to make the 
first trial of Germany's air weapon. 
A Zeppelin -was sent to make a mid- 
night raid on the city of Antwerp. The 
commander had special instructions to 
try for the royal palace, for King Al- 
bert was felt to be the soul of his peo- 
ple's resistance. 


Antwerp was a fortified city In the 


technical sense of the term, 
but 
the 


ring of forts was located far from the 
parts inhabited by the civilian popula- 
tion, and the main forts were at an 
average distance of ten miles from the 
centre. 


But the Zeppelin did not attack tho 


forts. 
With its engines stopped, it 


drifted over the city and discharged 
six bombs, all of which fell near the 
palace. 


An American army officer who was 


In Antwerp at the time wrote the fol- 
lowing account of the incident: 


"No bomb actually struck the pal- 


ace, but one narrowly missed the ca- 
thedral. Three found human victims. 
One killed four women and two police- 
men. A second killed one

of the hospital of St.

gether the other powers of Europe for a conference at the Hague to 
discuss a pro-ram for an international league of peace to be founded 
upon honor and justice to all nations and guaranteed by general dia- 
armament and arbitration. 
All the well disposed nations were pleased 


at the prospect of universal peace and they embraced the opportunity 


with great pleasure. 


There was just one discordant voice, one power that dissented. 
I hat 


power was Germany 
which 
after her usual method, 
pretended 
to 


favor the idea and at the same time laid plans to defeat it. 


Here is what the kaiser said in a speech at Oynhausen two weeks 


after getting the Czar's invitation: 


"Believe me, peace will never be better safeguarded than by a per- 


fectly organized and prepared German army. 
God grant that u may 


always be possible for us to preserve the world's peace with this sharp 


and well kept arm."

At (hat time Germany had made all herrplans for war. 
Nevertheless, 


the kaiser appointed delegates to the Hague conference, their instruction 
being to defeat rather than carry out the proposition for permanent 


peace. 


Among the German delegates -was Count Minister who in a speech to 


the conference said: 
"Germany is prepared for war as no other 


nation is or can be; she can mobilize her army in 10 days; neither 
France nor any other power can do this." 


On July 29, 1899, the convention adjourned 
after a speech by 


Count Munster in whieh he dealt the death blow to the proposition for 
disarmament and compulsory arbitration. 
As a result the Hague 


tribunal was made a voluntary body, that is, no power was obliged to 
seek its aid in settling international disputes. 
Moreover, it had no 


power to enforce its decision in the cases submitted to it for settlement. 


In the 20 years that have elapsed since the Czar called for the 


Hague conference, many changes have taken place. 
The Czar himself 


ha=° been swept from his throne, the kaiser is now entering upon the 
fifth year of the greatest war in all history, fighting it might he said the 
greater part of all the other powers of the earth; but at present there is 
a most encouraging prospect that "the sharp and well kept arm" will be 
smashed, never to be restored. 
There is a prospect that in the not 


distant fubire, let us hope it will be sooner than we expect, there will 
be a peace council at which the kaiser will not have a 
controlling 


voice. 
It will be a conference at which the power of German militarism 


will be overthrown forever and a reign of peace ordained for all the 
world, never again to he broken by the deceitful wiles and. the un- 
bounded ambitions of the Prussian war lords. 
That "sharp arm" will

Florence Nssmith, Tewksbury, 


Describes Feeding Hungry 
U. S. Boys in France 


Her Mother's Former Chauf- 


feur First Soldier to Greet 
Her at City of Dijon 


Miss 
Florence 
Nesmith 
of North 


Tewksbury, Is now doJng canteen \?ork 
with the American Red Cross In Dijon, 
France. 
Previous to leaving here last 


May, she was the buyer for the lied 
Cross chapter in Lowell, and has the 
distinction of being the h'rst young 
woman to leave from this district for 
service overseas, aside from nursing. 
Even though she has been across' the 
water only a few months, her exper- 
iences have been varied and interest- 
ing. On her arrival in France she re- 
mained two weeks in Paris where all 
newcomers report and during this time 
there were only two nights when she 
did not hear the alarm for air raids. 
Miss Nesmich next visited the Amer- 
ican base hospital at Ntfuilly, which 
is under the direction of Mrs. Wm. K. 
Vandeir'bilt. While here, she was given 
an opportunity to see the care given 
the wounded, and acting for a week 
or so as nurses' aid. she learned a 
great many interesting- things about 
nursing. . 


From Neuilly she traveled on to Di- 


jon, 
the distributing center, where a 


great many troop trains arrive with 
tired, hungry soldiers. 
Miss Nesmith 


wrote that after she had been there a 
week or two she witnessed a record 
breaking lunch hour, when 10S3 men 
were fed in 21 minutes. In some of 
her letters home she mentions meeting 
many Lowell people, and 
the 
first 


Lowell soldier to open the door with a 
welcome smile as a greeting for her. 
was a boy who had been a chauffeur 
for her mother. 


Meets Home Boys 


Shortly afterwards 
she met 
Fred 


Cameron, son of Hugh Cameron of 
North Tewksbury and George Bennett's 
son, 'from the same district. 
She also 


mentions a H,averhill boy named Hoyt. 
The letters which Miss Nesmith has 
sent home give interesting accounts of 
the way in which the American Red 
Cross carry on the canteen work, and 
the efficient manner of handling 
so 


many hungry soldiers, most of whom 
have just arrived on transports. 


Extracts from her letters read as 


follows: ''We are at present very much 
xcited about the reported news that 
the Americans are doing so well at the 
front that the allies have made big 
advances and taken an unbelievable 
number of prisoners. 
The story is also 


going around that Willy has been taken 
prisoner but that would be too good 
to be true I fear. 
The other day a 


French lieutenant came to see one of 
the girls at the canteen and he ex- 
plained to me some of the 
present 


strategy. He made it very interesting 
and quite clear as to what we are try- 
ing for in this drive. He drew out a 
nice little map on the back of a 'com- 
munique' which he had brought with 
him, 
and insisted in translating into 


English for us. 
(I'd have understood 


much better by reading it in French). 
However, the important thing is, that 
since So many prisoners seem to be 
taken 
and such a splendid advance 


made, it appears that the strategy has 
been successful—you people at home 
no 
doubt 
know lots more of these 


things than we do—the reports in the 
paper here are not nearly so explicit 
nor detailed as you have them there." 


Routine of a Cautlneur 


Regarding the daily routine of can- 


teen work Miss Nesmith says: "At 11 
p. rn. we come on duty, two of us. 
There are two Russians on duty at 
light and two in the day time—(these 
are some prisoners of war from a reg- 
ment interned here, and don't 
know 


the exact facts about them as we have 
ieard several stories, one being .that 
they killed all their officers and are in- 
terned here for that reason). Anyway, 
these Russian privates are very willing 
workers and do all the floor scrubbing, 
ifting of heavy marmites, etc. 
Then 


;here are two or three French maids 
to wash the dishes and clean the tables. 
\t 11 p. m. when we relieve the after- 
noon force, there are still men coining 
n to be fed. Some of them have come 
n on a late train and must have supper 
cooked for them, others want coffee, 
bread and butter or jam, milk, lemon- 
ade, fruit or cookies, if we have them—- 
or perhaps, only a few kind words—; 
everything- is frightfully cheap. 


"For instance, we charge as follows: 


)reakfast—coffee, eggs, or one egg and 
bacon, bread and butter and fruit, cith- 
er stewed or fresh, l franc (20 centd).

Preparlua: the Food 


"Men 
who come to the canteen fo 


the first time express great aurpise 
not to aay delight, at what they 
and at the price they can get It for 
Many times if they are broke, we gl\ 
them food Cor nothing. The Red Cross 
is a large organization 
and perhaps 


that is why they can afford to do so 
well for the men. The prices are gov 
erned from headquarters, and are thi 
same all over France. Up to one o'clock 
men are still coming from trains sup 
perless or perhaps dinnerless too, or 
from -guard duty, wanting just bread 
and jam and coffee. Then things quie 
down. 
We get our suppers, and the 


helpers get theirs. 
Then the Russians 


sweep and scrub the dining room am 
reading room—If no boys are sleoping 
there—the maids scrub the shelves, lei 
chests, etc. 
Vfe make desert for the 


next day—(I made blanc 
monge for 


about 50 last night). 


"We have bacon 
cut for breakfast 


and eggs and fruit counted out—we use 
from 100 to 200 eggs a meal, and they 
cost seven and one-half 
cents each 


The bread comes in huge loaves abou 
2 1-2 feet long, 1 1-2 feet wide and 
about 6 inches high in the middle. Dur- 
ing the night we slice and butter per- 
haps two loaves for breakfast and i 
a troop train is expected, cut up 20 to 
30 loaves, according to the size of the 
train. 
Each 
loaf 
makes about 50 


pieces. This is put into great baskets 
and covered with damp 
cloths. 
A 


night we also make the coffee. 
We 


have a shed built in a corner of a high 
wall. This we call the "cabaret." 
In 


one end we make the coffee. 


"There 
are 
'rechauds' 
which 
are 


cylindrical stoves about 
1 1-2 fee 


cross with a grate near the bottom 


and two little doors for regulating 
draft and fuel. 
These stand on three 


feet and are open on top. 
On these 


are put huge 'marmites* of cold water 
a fire of charcoal or 'charbon,' having 
been well started in the1 niarmite.

marmites hold but they figure that 
each will provide coffee lor 100 men 
marmites going at a time.

England, that only the smallest share 
of the revenue needed to finance that 
struggle was the result of the tax ays- 
tern inaugurated by Alexander Hamil- 
ton. 


At the last moment Gallatin decided

Ho 
told congress that in refusing: to grant 
a renewal of charter to

States bank, the government had

fore ihe war, in speeches and in news- 
papers, declared that they would pre- 
fer the rule of the German empire to 
home rule and that he and his friends 
were supplied from Germany with 50,- 
000 rifles, which "they still hold for the 
purpose, now as before the war, 
of 


making war upon an act of the British 
parliament," 


Mr. O'Connor further charges that it 


was Sir Edward Carson's rebel state- 
ment which precipitated war by Great- 
ills' in the German mind the miscalcu- 
lation that England would be too em- 
barrassed by the Ulster 
rebellion 
to 


enter the war. 
Sir. O'Connor contends 


that it was the action of Carson when 
holding up home rule and preaching the 
doctrine of revolution and accepting a 
place In the cabinet, that transformed 
Ireland from enthusiastic support of the 
war to its present attitude of sullen 
detachment.

conludea In these 


words: 


Blocks AVay to Peace 


"In every avenue leading to peace 


the formidable figure of Sir Edward

Germans Began Their Cam- 


paign 4 Years Ago Today 


With Attack on Antwerp 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—Four years ago 


yesterday, Aug. 25, 1914, the Germans 
began their campaigns of frightfulness 
in the air, the killing of non-combat- 
ants, by dropping- bombs from 
air- 


ships. 


The first German air murder of civil- 


ians took place at Antwerp. It sent a 
shudder of horor through the whole 
world, but since then the world has 
traveled far on the path of horror. 


The battle of irons had opened and 


the French and 
British 
forces were- 


falling back rapidly under the 
over- 


whelming pressure of the German ar- 
mies. 
There was only one cause for 


dissatisfaction at German headquar- 
ters.—the delay which the little Bel- 
gian army had imposed during the pas- 
sage through Belgium, and the stub- 
born refusal of the Belgian king to 
surrender, although his capital had 
fallen and his army had been driven 
into Antwerp. 


It was under these 
circumstances 


that the order was given to make the 
first trial of Germany's air weapon. 
A Zeppelin was sent to make a mid- 
night raid on the city of Antwerp. The 
commander had special instructions to 
try for the royal palace, for King Al- 
bert was felt to be the soul of his peo- 
ple's resistance. 


1 Antwerp was a fortified city In the 
technical sense of the term, but 
the 


ring of forts was located far from the 
parts Inhabited by'the civilian popula- 
tion, and the main forts were at an 
average distanec of ten miles from the 
centre. 


But the Zeppelin did not attack the 


forts. 
With its engines 
stopped, 
It 


drifted over the city and discharged 
six bombs, all of which fell near the 
palace., 


An American army officer who w.is 


in Antwerp at the time wrote the fol- 
lowing account of the incident: 


"No bomb n dually struck the pal- 


ace, but one narrowly missed the ca- 
thedral. Three found human victims. 
One killed four women and two police- 
men. A .second killed one 
man 
ond 


wounded two others. 
Another fell in 


the 
courtyard of the hospital of St. 


Elizabeth, smashed all 
the 
windows, 


but wounded no one, although the cru- 
cifix 
hiinplns over the bod of a sick 


child was smashed to pieces by a frag-

discuss a program for an international league of peace to be founded 
upon honor and justice to all nations and guaranteed by general dis- 
armament and arbitration.

at the prospect of universal peaee and 'they embraced the opportunity lowed up by a tricky and insidic

with great pleasure.

Among the German delegates was Count Minister who in a speech to 


the conference said: 
"Germany is prepared for war as no 
other 


nation is or can be; she can mobilize her army in 10 days; neither 
France .nor any other power can do this." 


On July 29, 1899, 
the convention adjourned after a speech by 


Count Munster in which he dealt the death blow to the proposition for 
disarmament and compulsory arbitration. 
As a result the Hague 


tribunal was made a voluntary body, that is, ho power was obliged to 
seek its aid in settling international disputes. 
Moreover, it had no 


power to enforce its decision in the cases submitted to it for settlement. 


In the 20 years that have elapsed since the Czar called for the 


Hague conference, many changes have taken place. 
The Czar himself 


has been swept from his throne, the kaiser is now entering upon the 
fifth year of the greatest tear in all history, fighting it might be said the 
greater part of all the other powers of the earth; but at, present there is 
a most encouraging prospect that "the sharp and well kept arm" will be 
smashed, never to be restored. 
There is a prospect that in the not 


distant future, let us hope it will be sooner than we expect, there will 
be a peace council at which the kaiser will not have a 
controlling 


voice. 
It will be a conference at which the power of German militarism 


will be overthrown forever and a reign 
world never again to be broken by the deceitful wiles and the un- 
bounded ambitions of the Prussian war lords. 
That "sharp arm" will

be consigned to oblivion as a preliminary to the league of universal 
peace.

Florence Nesrnith,Tewksbury, 


Describes Feeding Hungry 
U. S. Boys in France 


Her Mother's Former Chauf- 


feur First Soldier to Greet 


Her at City of Dijon 


Hiss Florence Nesmith 
of North 


Tewksbury, is now doiny canteen work 
with the American Kod Cross in Dijon, 
France. Previous to leaving here last 
May, she was the buyer for the Red 
Cross chapter in Lowell, and has the 
distinction of being the iirst young 
woman to leave from this district for 
service overseas, aside from nursing. 
1-3veil though she has been across the 
water only a lew mon.thii, her exper- 
iences have been varied and interest- 
ing. 
On her arrival in France she re- 


mained two weeks in Paris where all 
newcomers report and during this time 
there were only two nights wheii she 
did not hear the alarm for air raids. 
.Ivliss Nesmith next visited the Amer- 
ican base hospital at Neuiliy, which 
is under the direction of Mrs. "Win. K. 
Vandei-bilt. While here, she was given 
an opportunity to see the care given 
the wounded, and acting for a week 
or so as nurses' aid. she learned jn 
great many interesting things about 
nursing. 


From Xeuilly she traveled on to Di- 


jon, the distributing center, where a 
great many troop trains arrive with 
tired, hungry soldiers. 
Miss Nesmith 


wrote that after she had been there a 
week or two she witnessed a record 
breaking lunch hour, when 1083 men 
were fed in 21 minutes. In some of 
her letters home she mentions meeting 
many Lowell people, and 
the 
first 


Lowell soldier to open the door with a 
welcome smile as a greeting for her. 
was a boy who had been a chauffeur 
for her mother. 


Meets Home Boys 


Shortly afterwards 
she 
met 
Fred 


Cameron, son of Hugh Cameron of 
North Tewksbury and George Bennett's 
son, from the same district. 
She also 


mentions a Haverhill boy named Hoyt. 
The letters which Miss Nesmith has 
sent home give interesting accounts of 
the way in which the American Red 
Cross carry on the canteen work, and 
the efficient manner of handling 
so 


many hungry soldiers, most of whom 
have just arrived on transports. 


Extracts from her letters read as 


follows: "We arc at present very much 
excited about the reported news that 
the Americans are doing so well at the 
front that the allies have made big 
advances and taken an unbelievable 
number of prisoners. The story is also 
going- around that Willy has been taken 
prisoner but that would be too good 
to be true I fear. 
The other day a 


French lieutenant came to see one of 
the girls at the canteen and he ex- 
plained to me some of the 
present 


strategy. He made it very interesting 
and auite clear as to what we are try- 
ing for in this drive. 
Be drew out a 


nice little map on the back of a 'com- 
munique' which he had brought with 
him, and insisted in translating into 
English for us. (I'd have understood 
much better by reading H In French). 
However, the .important thing is, that 
since so many prisoners seem to be 
taken 
and such a pplondid advance 


made, it appears that the strategy has 
been successful—you people at home 
no 
doubt 
know lots more of these 


things than we do—the reports in the 
paper here are not nearly so explicit 
nor detailed as you have them there.'' 


Uouiiiie of a Cautineer 


Regarding the daily routine of can- 


teen work Mies Nesmith says: 
"At 11 


p. m. we come on duty, two of us. 
There are two Russians on duty at 
night and two in the day time—(these 
are some prisoners of war from a reg- 
iment interned here, and don't 
know 


the exact facts about thsm as we have 
heard several stories, one being that 
they killed all their uiiicers and are in- 
terned here for that reason). Anyway, 
these Russian privates are very willing 
workers and do all the floor scrubbing. 
lifting of heavy nuu-inites, etc. Then 
there are two or three French maids 
to wash the dishes and clean the tables. 
At 11 p. m. when We relieve the after- 
noon force, there are still men coming 
In to be fed. 
Some of them have come 


in on a ha<j train and must have E up per 
cooked fur them, others want coffee, 
bread and butter or jam. nni.k. lemon- 
ade, fruii or cookies, if we have them— 
or perhaps, only a lew kind words—7 
everythi.i^ is i r i g i u f n i l y rh^ap.

"Men who come to the canteen for 


the first time express great surpiae. 
not to yay delight, at what they get 
and at rho price they can get It for. 
Many times if they are broke, we give 
them food for nothing. The Red Cross 
is a large organization a-nd perhaps 
that is why they can afford to do so 
well for the men. Tho prices are gov- 
erned from headquarters, and are the 
same all over France, Up to one o'clock 
men are still coining from trains aup- 
perless or perhaps dinnerleas too, or 
from guard duty, wanting just bread 
and jam and coffee. Then things Quiet 
down. 
We get our suppers and the 


helpers get theirs. Then the Russians 
sweep and scrub the dining room and 
readjng room—if no boys are sleeping 
there—the maids scrub the shelves, ice 
cheats, ,etc. We make desert for tho 
next day—(I made blanc 
monge for 


about 50 last night). 


"We have bacon, 
cut for breakfast, 


and eggs and fruit counted out—we use 
from 100 to 200 eggs a meal, and they 
cost seven and one-half cents each. 
The bread comes in huge loaves about 


1-2 feet long, 1 1-2 feet wide and 


about C inches high in the middle. Dur- 
ing the night we slice and butter per- 
haps two loaves for breakfast and if 
a troop train is expected, cut up 20 to 
30 loaves, according to the size of the 
train. 
Each 
loaf makes about 50 


pieces. This is put into great baskets 
and covered with damp cloths. 
At 


night we also make the coffee. 
We 


have a shed built in a corner of a high 
wall. This we call the "cabaret." In 
one end we make the coffee. 


"There 
are 
'rechauds' 
which 
are 


cylindrical stoves about 
1 1-2 feet 


across with a grate near the bottom 
and two little doors for regulating 
draft and fuel. 
These stand on three 


feet and are open on top. On these 
are put huge 'marmites' of cold water, 
a fire of charcoal or 'charbon/ having 
been well started in the marmite. 
I 


don't know how many gallons 
the 


marmites hold but they figure that 
each will provide coffee for 100 men. 
marmites going at a time. 


"Then in each marmite we put 3 


kilos of coffee, (about sis pounds), 
in sacks and it takes about 3 hours to 
make it. I have often heard the men 
from the troop trains say: 'My, this 
tastes good; best.coffee we've had since 
we left home.' No doubt taffy, but it 
sounds good to us, just the same. A 
lot of them just now 
are 
passing: 


through on their permissions, and they 
are talking about their good times at 
Alx-les-bains and how pretty It is."
